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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: "law of growth, page 5, lines 12-13", 
"smoothing law, page 5, lines 16". , "law.., page 10, line 15 and 16", "geometric law, 
page 10, line 27", and "second law, page 11, line 25". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. For example: 

Regarding Claim 1 , Applicant states "determined overall relief angle" and "limited 

thickness". 

Regarding Claim 2, Applicant states " determined geometrical curve". 
Regarding Claim 3, Applicant states " average relief angle", " extreme value" and 
"remainder of.." 
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Regarding Claim 4, Applicant states " average relief angle" and " overall relief 
angle". 

Regarding Claim 8, Applicant states "surface extending substantially ". 
Regarding Claim 10, Applicant states "a minimum threshold constant". 
Regarding Claim 12, Applicant states " substantially aligned". 
Regarding Claim 13, Applicant states " determined widening" and "relief angle 
(F1)that is variable " 

Regarding Claim 14, Applicant states " determined widening" and "relief angle 
(F1) that is variable" 

Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term 
of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine 
the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled 
in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process 
Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. 
Cir. 1999). The terms "increasing law as a function in claim 8", "law of growth in claims 
9 and 13", "law of resistance in claim 11", and "smoothing law in claim 14" are used. 
The term is indefinite because the specification does not clearly redefine the term. It is 
assumed that Applicant is inappropriately claiming Physical Laws. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
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Claimed subject matter can't be determined based on Applicant's Specification 
and claimed language. Claims 2-18 have not been examined based on art since the 
scope of the claim can't be determined as Applicant is claiming. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Niebauer (U.S. Patent No. 4,993,893). 

Niebauer teaches a cutting insert (10) with integral chip control feature and a 
laterally projecting tooth, used for threading applications (Col. 1, lines 5-7) bordered by 
a cutting edge (26). Niebauer also teaches flank (14) supporting the cutting edge (26) 
with a profile having a thickness (Ha) and relief angle (A), and flank (34) having relief 
angle (B) for bracing flank (14) (See diagram below and Figures 1).
